King Hassan of 
Morocco receives 
American Rabbis 

RABAT, May 13 (R). - Four Ame- 
rican Rabbis were received by 
King Hassan at the Royal Palace 
here today at the end of a week’s 
tour of ancient Jewish communi- 
ties in Morocco. 

The King told the group, led by 
Rabbi Boruch Hehnan, professor 
of history at Harvard University, 
he hoped their visit would help to 
“build bridges between Moslems 
and Jews and between Moroccans 
and Americans.” 

The Rabbis came to Morocco at 
the invitation of the government’s 
tourist office, to investigate the 
possibility of organising regular 
tours of American Jews to Moroc- 
co. 

They visited Jewish communi- 
ties, holy shrines, schools and sy- 
nagogues in the cities of Marra- 
kesh, Fez, Meknes, Sefrou and Ca- 
sablanca, including [daces inhabit- 
ed by Moroccan Jewry for over 
2,000 years. 


ISTANBUL, May 13, (Agencies). — 
The Palestine problem, the issue 
of the Israeli occupied territories 
and the Cyprus question dominat- 
ed the second day of the 42-nation 
Islamic Foreign Ministers Confer- 
ence here; today. 

The Foreign Ministers and re- 
presentatives of the Islamic coun- 
tries and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (FLO) discussed a 
wide range of topics which reflec- 
ted the separate interests of the 
grouping. 

Heads of delegations from Isla- 
mic countries in the Middle East, 
Asia and Africa delivered spee- 
ches during the first working ses- 
sion after yesterday’s opening of 
the Seventh Foreign Ministers 
conference. _ 

Among the speakers was Egypt’s 
Minister of. State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Mohammed Riad, who called 
for the reconvening of the inter- 
rupted Middle East Peace Confer- 
ence in Geneva, with the Palesti- 
ne Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
taking part on an equal footing. 

The Egyptian Minister, addres- 
sing the plenary session of the 42- 
nation conference, also urged sup- 
port for the Turkish-Cypriots in 
their demand for a separate fede- 
rated state on the Mediterranean 
island. 

Other speakers today called for 
Israel’s withdrawal from occupied 
Arab territories, a stand which ap- 
pears to enjoy unanimity at the 
conference. 

Pakistan, according to a confe- 
rence spokesman, ' asked for the 
Moslem world’s help in lending at- 
tempts • by Israel TuaJ-^outh -Afri- 
ca to acquire nuclear Weapons. 

The Pakistani delegate describ- 
ed both countries as nuclear thre- 
ats to Moslem countries in Africa 
and the Middle East. 

Delegation heads from Iran and 
Niger expressed concern about the 
fate of Moslems in divided Leba- 
non. 

North Yemen urged the confer- 
ence to pay greater attention to 
Moslem interests in the Philippi- 
nes, Cyprus and else where. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
H&Qm Khaddam said there could 
only be a global settlement of the 
Middle East issue, while FLO re- 
presentative Farouk Kaddoumy 
spoke of the “barbaric oppression 
of the racist regime of Israel.” 

There was a call for unrestrict- 
ed independence - for the French 
territory of the Afars and Issas 
(Djibouti^, while the Comoros de- 
legate asked that Mayotte be con- 
sidered by Islamic countries as an 
integral part of the islands. 

The Eritrean Liberation Front 
(ELF) presented a draft resolution 
calling on the conference to de- 
nounce publicly “aggression” in 
Eritrea and the “genocide” being 
carried, out there. 

The ELF also requested the Is- 
lamic countries to sponsor Eri- 


trean memb ership of the United 
Nations and to ask the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) to 
add the Eritrean question to its 
agenda. 

In a related developmen PLO 
representative Farouk Kaddoumi 
to nig ht denied that he had exp- 
ressed “firm and resolute” sup- 
port for the Turkish -Cypriot com- 
munity during today’s meetings. 

He also denied that he had co- 
mpared the situation of the Tu- 
rkish Cypriot community to that 
of the Palestinians. 

"We are friends of both com- 
munities in Cyprus and I have 
said no such thing," said Mr. 
Kaddoumi.

Leaflets distributed by the Po- 
pular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP) urged teachers 
not to fear the Israeli forces and 
to demonstrate with their pupils. 

Security forces were strengthen- 
ed in Jerusalem, where the autho- 
rities expected guerrilla attacks 
during tomorrow’s anniversary ce- 
lebrations. 

The daily newspaper, Maariv, 
said Israeli Communist Party lea- 
ders visited the West Bank yester- 
day to urge Arab leaders to hold 
meetings tomorrow in memory of 
six Israeli Arabs killed during 
riots on March 30 while protesting 
against' plans^ to requisition Arab 
land. 

The Israeli Rakah (new Com- 
munist) Part^ has scheduled a 
number of memorial meetings in 
Galilee towns including Nazareth.

Franjieh withholds resignatio n 

Lebanese factions press offensives 


BEIRUT, May 13. (R) — Fighting 
on several fronts in battered Le- 
banon today raised fears that ri- 
ght and leftwing forces were de- 
tairmind to push for major mi- 
litary gains before agreeing to di- 
scuss a political settlement of the 
civil war. 

In line with the usual pattern 
of violence throughout the 13- 
month war, military activity ea- 
sed during" the day after heavy 
overnight fighting in Beirut, the 
mountains east of the capital and 
the northern port of Tripoli. 

The situation in Tripoli was 
described " as- tense • after -repeated 
clashes between pro-Iraqi Leba- 
nese militias and troops of the 
Syrian-based Saiqa Palestinian 
commando organisation. The figh- 
ting reflected the strained rela- 
tions between Iraq and Syria, 
which has allegedly dispatched 
large forces to Lebanon in a bid 
to restore peace. 

In Beirut, the occasional mor- 
tar shell crashed into the main 
battle zones — the commercial 
district and adjacent port Snipers 
were active all along the ragged 
line dividing the city- 

President-elect Elias Sarkis to- 
day discussed the situation with 
rightwing leader Pierre Gemayel 
in a further round of consulati- 
ons with politicians of both sides. 

But five days after parliament 
with rightist support, chose Mr. 
Sarkis to succeed the controve- 
rsial President Suleiman Franjieh, 
there was no sign that the new 
man had made any progress tow- 
ards bringing about a comprom- 
ise. 

The right says there can be no 
negotiations before security has 
been restored while the left's con- 
ditions for talks include the with- 
drawal of Syrian forces from Le- 


banon, considered unlikely in the 
near future. 

The loose leftwing coalition he- 
aded by Mr. Kamal Junblatt met 
again today and issued a sharply- 
worded statement accusing Syria 
of being a central link in an alle- 
ged American-engineered plot to 
crush the Lebanese left and the 
Palestinian commandos who have 
been fighting alongside It. 

The statement said the left wo- 
uld resort to “all forms of strug- 
gle” to make the Syrians pull out 
their forces, estimated at about 
10,000 troops and at least 40 ta- 
nks. 

Observers said the left, whose 
weapons supplies have been chok- 
ed off by Syria, had now won the 
military backing of the Lebanese 
Arab Army. 

Believed to be about 6,000 stro- 
ng, this is the largest of four bre- 
akaway factions of the regular Le- 
banese army which disintegrated 
last March. 

The assessment was based on a 
vaguely- words communique pu- 


blished today which said discus- 
sions on political and military co- 
operation between the leftists and 
the Lebanese Arab Army had re- 
sulted in complete identity of vie- 
ws and firm determination to th- 
wart plots against the left. 

The Lebanese Arab Army has 
tanks and a variety of heavy wea- 
pons which could help tilt the mi- 
litary balance further in favour of 
the left which had gained the up- 
per hand in fighting over the past 
two months. 

Observers said the new alliance 
might have been prompted by the 
news that a rightwing offensive 
aimed at recapturing the strategic 
mountain towns of Mtein and Ain- 
tourah had been bolstered by ar- 
mour of another breakaway army 
faction.

In a brief arrival statement. Pre- 
sident Tito said the two sides ag- 
reed that there were great possi- 
bilities for broadening bilateral 
cooperation in all fields. 

The Yugoslav leader said that 
the two countries had “many com- 
mon interests”, which required, in- 
tensive contacts and joint efforts. 

"I am convinced that the visit 
will mark a further step in the 
deepening of mutual trust, under- 
standing. and the strengthening of 
friendship between our peoples. 
That way we shall jointly contribu- 
te to the improvement of Balkan 
cooperation,” the president said 

His exchange of views with 
Greek leaders on questions of in- 
terest for the two countries, Bal- 
kan developments, the European 
situation and other international 
issues was “extensive and open,” 
the president said. 

In a communique released later, 
President Tito and Greek Prime 
Minister Constantine Karamanlis 
said that they wanted to find the 
quickest possible solution to the 
Cyprus crisis securing the island's 
independence, territorial integrity, 
sovereignty, and non-alignment.

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Rare opportunity 

The rising crescendo of international criticism of Israel's 
plans to continue establishing official settlements throughout 
the West Bank and other occupied Arab territories is an event 
of monumental, historic importance to Israel, and it is precisely 
for this reason that the criticism is being lately ignored by 
most sectors of Israeli national life. 

The most significant critic in this respect has been U.S. 
Senator Jacob Javits, who yesterday warned Israel about the 
negative long-term consequences of its present settlement 
policy. Senator Javits’ two cents come on top of something of 
a rising wave of similar criticism in the United States that 
comes, significantly, from the country's Jewish community. 
This is nearly unheard-of in the history of relations between 
Israel and the American' Jews. 

There are two basic reasons for this development. First, 
the past six months have focused international attention on 
the situation in the occupied territories. This has happened 
because of three things : the persistent resistance efforts by 
the Arab population living under the Israeli military occupa- 
tion; the publicity factor of Security Council debates and 
discussions and resolutions in other international forums ; and 
the publicity generated by the dynamics of the settlement 
controversy from within Israel itself, one that has been most 
notably dramatised by the Kafr Qaddum settlement and the 
West Bank march by the Gush Emunim. The combination of 
all these has brought the Israeli occupation policy drama- 
tically to the fore of international events. While during the 
past decade most people throughout the world heard little or 
nothing about what was going on in the West Bank, the same 
people during the past six months have had the matter brought 
home to them with some regularity — and when the Israelis 
react to Arab demonstrations by characteristically shooting a 
few Arab schoolchildren — with some drama and lingering, 
striking passion. 

The second reason the occupation-settlement matter has 
suddenly come under criticism in the United States is that it 
has always been something of a timbe bomb for Israel, and 
its time has come. The processes of expansion, settlement and 
Jewish colonisation are the pillars — the heart and soul — of 
Zionism. The situation in the West Bank has suddenly pin- 
pointed and highlighted the very essence of Zionist tenets, 
which is seizing land in Palestine to bring in larger numbers 
of Jewish people from throughout the world (it being coin- 
cidentally irrelevent whether the world’s Jews, in fact, wish 
to settle in Palestine). 

What the American Jews are now increasingly saying to 
Israel is : it may not be in your best interest to set up too many 
settlements on Arab land that you occupy, but that you do 
not necessarily own. 

The Israeli response to this is symptomatic of Israel's 
seemingly inexorable drive towards self-destruction. The Israe- 
lis largely ignore the criticism they have evoked, and go ahead 
with plans to build more settlements on ever larger tracts of 
Palestinian Arab territory’ Part of this reaction is related 'to 
the fortress mentality in Israel, but most of it is an altogether 
expected response from an organism whose overwhelming dri- 
ve is towards the provocation of eternal conflict, in order to 
give it the cyclical excuse to bolster itself in the midst of this 
conflict. It is a process of some absurdity. 

When Israel ignores both the United States and the con- 
sensus opinion of the American Jewish community, it is our 
considered opinion that the rest of the world is in deep trouble. 
This fact is compounded in view of the nuclear option that 
Israel enjoys. 

If this sounds alarmist, it is because the current interna- 
tional focus on Israel’s occupation and settlement policies 
should loom as a real and rare opportunity for the Israeli na- 
tion to come to grips with its long-term aim in seizing and 
annexing Arab land, but Israel has rather replied to this by 
announcing plans to go ahead with more settlements, and in 
effect carry out the colonisation of all of Palestine that it has 
always been the aim of the Zionist movement to do. This is 
alarming to a degree far beyond urgency. 

If Israel will not take this opportunity to rein in the more 
fervently expansionist elements within itself, when will ano- 
ther such opportunity arise, and what would Israel reply then ? 

It requires a long-term view of Israel’s intentions in the 
Middle East to fully appreciate the gravity of the situation to- 
day. The emergence of seemingly tempered voices among Ame- 
rican Jews is a tremendously positive sign, particularly when 
it is coupled with the flashes of even-handedness in the Mid- 
dle East that have come from the Ford administration recently. 

The forces in the Middle East have been lined up for 
several years now in anticipation of some breakthrough — 
some excuse — to move towards a broad peace settlement. 
The outlines of peace are there. What needs to be filled in are 
the specifics and the particulars, foremost of which is the 
definitive Israeli attitude towards the land it seeks in Palestine. 
The process we are witnessing today is blurring those specifics 
and further putting off an Israeli decision on this pivotal mat- 
ter. If Israel continues to defy every other living person in the 
world — including its guardians Jike Senator Javits and the 
American Jewish community — we have little to tell the sup- 
porters of Israel beyond warning them that they had better 
take a close look at whether or not they are creating monsters 
that will eventually destroy us all.

The Jordanian and Syrian press

Al Tbawra of Damascus stresses 
that' the alleged differences of op- 
inion Inside the Israeli military 
establishment over the settlement 
policy are not strategic but tact- 
ical. 

Columnist Abdul Rahim Omar 
writting in Al Rai, draws a simile 
between Israel and Damocles of 
ancient Greece, who was feasted 
with a sword hanging by a hair 
over his head. Omar says in spite 
the fact that the Israelis have oc- 
cupied the whole of Palestine, the 
shadow of the Sworld of Damo- 
cles will continue to loom over 
them.

ong them and the great political 
weight enjoyed by a large num- 
ber of the members. 

These potential qualifications, 
the paper says, would enable the 
Islamic countries to play a key 
role in re-inf orcing peace and so- 
cio-economic progress in their 
sprawling area on tins earth. This 
necessitates a pan-Islamic opera- 
tion of integration in the econo- 
mic, security and political kields. 

Al Dustour draws attention to 
Zionist crimes in Palestine, saying 
it is high time to set up an Islamic 
economic and military conglom- 
eration, capable of interceding to 
break up aggression when peace- 
ful efforts fail to deter the aggre- 
ssor. 

With the approach of the Ry- 


adh meeting next week to reco- 
cile Egypt and Syria, Al Ahram

PRETORIA May 13, (R) — The 
jU.S. embassy here today wa- 
rned Americans living in Rho- 
desia to make contingency pl- 
ans for leaving the country sh- 
ould there be a major worse- 
ning of the security situation 
there. 

An embassy statement refe- 
rred to “current unsettled co- 
nditions" and the “potential in 
the foreseeable future for in- 
creased violence," in Rhodesia. 

The statement urged Ameri- 
cans not to travel to or within 
Rhodesia. 

It. followed a warning to Am- 
ericans in Rhodesia by Dr. He- 
nry Kissinger, the U.S. Secre- 
tary of State, in a speech in 
Lusaka last month. He told 
them that the United States 
could not protect them from 
possible danger.
